Mississippi  Baptists  gave  $2,498,023  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  in  April,  according  to  Jim  Futral,  executive  director- 
treasurer  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board  which  dis¬ 
burses  the  funds. 

Gifts  for  the  first  third  of  the  year  total  $9,705,208,  which  is 
$820,337,  or  9.23%,  more  than  that  given  January  through  April 
of  1998. 

When  compared  to  the  pro  rata  Cooperative  Program  budget 
of  $8,869,297,  gifts  are  ahead  $835,912,  or  9.42%. 

The  pro  rata  budget  is  figured  by  calculating  one-twelfth  of 
the  total  budget  of  $26,607,890,  and  multiplying  by  the  number  of 
months  elapsed. 

Mississippi  Baptist  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  help  fund 
the  summer  programs  at  Gulfshore  Baptist  Assembly,  including 
the  senior  adult  conferences,  adult  leadership  training,  music 
leader  conferences,  and  the  youth  conferences. 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  for  April  were  up  more  than  32% 
and  the  fiscal  year's  total  more  than  8%  compared  to  last  year, 
according  to  Morris  H.  Chapman,  president  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  SBC  Executive  Committee. 

For  April  1999,  CP  receipts  totaled  $15,741,149  compared  to 
April  1998  of  $11,903,309,  an  increase  of  more  than  $3.8  million  or 
32.24%. 

For  the  SBC  fiscal  year,  after  seven  months,  CP  gifts  total 
$98,998,390  compared  to  the  previous  year's  total  of  $91,241,293, 
an  increase  of  more  than  $7.7  million  dr  8.5%. 

Designated  gifts  for  the  month  of  April  were  $10,954,707  com¬ 
pared  to  the  same  month  in  1998  of  $9,193,432,  an  increase  of 
more  than  $1.7  million  or  19.16%.  For  the  year  to  date,  designat¬ 
ed  gifts  total  $105,745,818  compared  to  the  previous  year  of 
$104,479,592,  an  increase  of  more  than  $1.2  million  or  1.21%.

Mississippi  Baptists  turned  in 
another  banner  year  for  Bible 
Drills,  according  to  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  (MBCB)  consultants  who 
coordinate  the  annual  program. 

Don  Hicks,  preschool/chil¬ 
dren's  consultant  in  the  MBCB 
Department  of  Discipleship 
and  Family  Ministry  (DFM), 
and  Harvey  Ellis,  DFM  youth 
consultant,  reported  that  the 
1999  Bible  Drill  had  an  estimat¬ 
ed  2,999  participants  at  the 
state  finals. 

When  church  and  associa¬ 
tion  participants  were  included 
the  total  rose  to  around  3,342. 


"Those  numbers  are  not  final, 
but  it  does  give  a  clear  indica¬ 
tion  of  how  strong  Bible  Drill  is 
in  our  state.  Mississippi  has 
been  conducting  Bible  Drills  for 
over  40  years,  and  each  year  we 
have  more  Bible  Drill  partici¬ 
pants  than  any  other  state  con¬ 
vention,"  said  Hicks. 

Ellis  pointed  to  Alan  Oliver, 
a  participant  in  the  Speakers 
Tournament  who  missed  an 
important  baseball  game  as  a 
starter  for  Hamilton  High 
School  in  order  to  participate. 
"I  was  really  encouraged  by  his 
example.  Mississippi  Baptists 
make  Bible  Drill  a  priority." 

Retired  former  DFM  director 
Mose  Dangerfield  was  present¬ 
ed  with  the  "Friend  of  Bible 
Drill"  award  for  his  years  of 
work  on  behalf  of  the  Bible 
Drill  program. 

"Mose  Dangerfield 's  passion 
for  teaching  young  children 
about  the  Bible,  as  reflected  in  his 
lengthy  and  continued  involve¬ 
ment  in  the  program  even  after 
retirement,  is  one  of  the  reasons 
Bible  Drills  have  grown  in 
Mississippi,"  Hicks  said. 

Dangerfield  was  presented 
the  award  by  DFM  director 
Marcus  Peagler. 

Hicks  also  pointed  out  that 
DFM  is  making  plans  to  move 
Bible  Drills  to  an  even  higher 
level  in  the  state.  Some  of  the 
ways  the  department  is  con¬ 
sidering  to  accomplish  that 


goal  are: 

♦  Extra  training  at  Gulfshore 
Assembly,  specially  tailored  for 
Bible  Drill  leadership. 

♦  Providing  Bible  Drill  train¬ 
ing  in  as  many  associations  as 
DFM  is  invited  to  participate. 

♦  Production  of  a  compre¬ 
hensive  packet  of  leaflets,  intro¬ 
ductory  materials,  and  other 
items  —  a  "one  stop"  overview 
of  how  to  organize  Bible  drills. 


Hicks  also  said  DFM  has 
begun  promoting  Bible 
Buddies,  a  LifeWay  Christian 
Resources  curriculum  that  will 
prepare  younger  children  for 
Bible  Drill  par¬ 
ticipation. 

Ellis  stres¬ 
sed  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the 
adult  volun¬ 
teers.  His

Childhood  Asthma:  Serious  but  Manageable 


Jamie  was  one  miserable  9-year-old.  He  found  himself  often  short  of  breath, 
even  when  he  had  not  been  out  playing.  The  situation  seemed  to  worsen  each 
year,  especially  in  the  spring,  when  Jamie  could  not  even  ride  his  bike  without 
having  to  stop  frequently  to  catch  his  breath.  His  parents  were  concerned,  and 
a  physioar  diagnosed  his  condition  as  asthma. 

Asthn  a  js  caused  b>  inflammation  of  the  bronchial  tubes  which  carry  air  to  the 
lu^gs.  Asthma  causes  the  n  uscles  of  the  bronchial  walls  to  tighten,  producing 
ext^a  mucus.  The  combined  effects  of  these  conditions  include  difficulty  breathing, 
wheezing,  tightness  n  the  cf  est  and  coughing.  The  National  Institutes  of  Health 
estimates  that  asthma  affects  about  3  million  children  nationwide. 

Although  studies  have  linked  asthma  to  a  number  of  factors,  including  increased 
an  pollution,  proliferation  of  dust  rrvtes  and  other  pests,  as  well  as  ovei  reactior 
of  the  body's  immune  system,  a  clear  cause  ot  asthma  i  cshui  oeer,  discoveied. 
But  parents  can  take  actions  which  may  decrease  the  risk  to  children,  such  as 
removing  asthma-triggering  substances  and  making  suie  the  chrd  sees  an 
asthn  a  specialist  reqularly. 

Like  Jamie,  childrei  with  asthma  find  their  play  is  often  restricted,  leaaing  to 
feeima'  of  being  "left-out."  Fortunately,  knowing  what  causes  attacks  and  how 
*o  lespond  to  them  can  make  most  activities  permissible  fo.  xios  with  asthma.

Aren't  they  worth  it? 

Acts  9:10-17, 19-22,  26-28 


By  Dour  Bain _ 

When  an  issue  is  immoral,  it 
is  wrong  because  it  fragments 
or  violates  persons,  community, 
or  world.  Many  behaviors  and 
attitudes  can  potentially  frag¬ 
ment  relationships  —  competi¬ 
tion,  fear,  false  expectations, 
mistrust.  One  of  the  most  disin¬ 
tegrative  influences  is  lack  of 
substantial  love,  when  we  fail  to 
regard  others  as  having  worth, 
value,  or  dignity  as  persons. 

A  basic  component  for  build¬ 
ing  real  community  is  respect¬ 
ing  the  value  of  each  person. 
That  certainly  does  not  mean 
that  behavior  has  no  conse- 

Siences.  Neither  does  it  mean 
at  anyone  is  ultimately  wor¬ 
thy.  By  virtue  of  God's  creation 


activity,  however,  we 
do  possess  worth. 

The  survival  of 
humanity  may  well  Bail 

depend  on  whether 
real  community  occurs,  and  it 
occurs  where  people  are 
regarded  as  "precious  in  God's 
sight"  and  therefore  in  ours! 

Willing  to  help,  no  matter 
whom  (vv.  10-12).  Initially  all 
we  know  of  this  Ananias  is  that 
he  was  a  disciple  who  answered 
"yes"  to  the  Lord's  call,  he  was 
being  expected  by  Saul,  and  his 
hometown  was  Damascus. 

Damascus  was  strategically 
located  at  the  intersection  of 
numerous  caravan  routes  from 
distant  trade  locations  and  was 
therefore  strategic  to  the  spread 
of  the  new  Christian  faith.  In 


this  city  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  to  one  Ananias 
to  go  to  the  house  of  a 
Judas,  who  lived  on  the 
mile-long  colonnaded 
street  on  which  was  locat¬ 
ed  the  Roman  theater  and 
Governor's  residence. 

Ananias  was  instructed 
to  ask  for  the  very  one  who 
was  the  supreme  archene¬ 
my  of  every  Christian 
everywhere.  God  has  plans 
already  set  in  motion,  even  for 
apparent  arch-enemies.  Ananias 
must  be  willing  to  trust  God  and 
affirm  the  worth  of  Saul-the-per- 
secutor  in  order  for  community 
building  to  get  under  way! 

Unlikely  people  —  unlimit¬ 
ed  potential  (w.  13-17).  Having 
done  violence  to  believers  in 
Jerusalem,  Saul  had  authority 
to  arrest  believers  in  Damascus. 
Ananias  could  receive  news 
regularly  through  caravan 
communication  links  and  he 
knew  exactly  who  Saul  was. 

"Lord,  go  ask  for  Saul, 


because  he  is  waiting  for  me? 
Are  you  calling  me  home 
already?"  Then  Ananias 
received  the  insight  that  this 
very  Saul  was  in  fact  God's  cho¬ 
sen  instrument  for  the  spread  of 
Gospel  truth  to  Gentiles  and  to 
Israel,  drawing  them  together. 
Saul  was  to  follow  in  the  steps  of 
the  One  he  had  persecuted,  to  be 
crucified  for  the  Crucified  (v.16). 

Ananias  obeyed  and  was  him¬ 
self  given  sight  so  as  to  call  this 
Saul  "Brother  Saul."  He  had 
vision  to  see  unlikelv  people  with 
unlimited  potential,  a  real  step 
toward  community  building. 

Believers  need  discipling 
(w.  19b-22).  Saul  is  now  healed 
of  his  blindness,  has  been  bap¬ 
tized,  and  regained  strength. 
Although  he  has  not  worked  out 
details  for  his  shift  in  theology, 
he  tells  people  everywhere  who 
Jesus  has  now  become  to  him. 
The  one  who  "raised  havoc" 
now  "grew  more  and  more 
powerful"  in  proclaiming  Jesus. 

An  easily  overlooked  key  in  v. 


19b  indicates  that  Saul  was  disci- 
pled  by  believers  in  Damascus. 
New  Christians  become  effec¬ 
tive  when  mature  believers  help 
nurture  them,  discipling  them 
toward  "community*'  and  deep¬ 
er  relationship. 

Assuming  the  best  (w.  26- 
28).  On  arriving  in  Jerusalem, 
Saul  was  feared  by  disciples 
there  who  had  seen  his  work  of 
"aggressive  elimination." 
Barnabas,  whose  name  means 
"encourager"  and  whose  trust 
prompted  him  to  assume  the 
best,  vouched  for  Saul  and 
reported  how  God  had 
changed  his  heart. 

New  believers  with  a  dubi¬ 
ous  past  need  an  advocate  to 
assume  the  best  about  them. 
They  rely  on  "encouragers"  to 
affirm  them.  This  entire  passage 
holds  insight  for  constructive 
relating  that  builds  up  rather 
than  fractures  and  tears  down!

Randall  O'Brien  tells  a  story 
of  deliverance  that  happened 
during  a  storm  in  Arkansas. 
Little  Derek  Perkins,  age  two  of 
Rogers,  Arkansas,  fell  from 
War  Eagle  Bridge  into  the  rag¬ 
ing,  swollen  waters  of  War 
Eagle  Creek. 

Tom  Joplin,  a  paramedic  for 
the  Springdale  fire  department 
who  helped  rescue  the  child, 
reported  that  his  father, 
Kenneth  Perkins,  jumped  in  to 
save  his  son. 

Little  Derek  went  under  at 
least  two  different  times, 
according  to  bystanders.  Mr. 
Perkins  managed  to  grab  his 
son,  swim  to  a  tree,  and  hang 
on  for  more  than  an  hour  wait¬ 
ing  for  help.

" But  the  comforter,  which  is 
the  Noli/  Ghost,  whom  the  Father 
will  seiul  in  my  name,  he  shall 
teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all 
things  to  your  remembrance, 
whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you  " 
(John  14:26). 

We  don't  often  think  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  The  Father,  the 
Son,  the  Holy  Spirit  —  we've 
heard  these  three  grouped 
together  as  the  Trinity  all  of  our 
lives.  We've  heard  many  ser¬ 
mons  about  God  and  about 
Jesus  but  we  don't  hear  as 
many  about  the  Holy  Spirit  or 
Holy  Ghost.  When  we  think  of 


the  Holy  Spirit  we 
may  think  of  people 
with  raised  hands  _ 

(heaven  forbid  in  a  L.ape 

Baptist  church)  or  of  people 
speaking  in  tongues.  Maybe 
we  shy  away  from  thinking 
about  tne  Holy  Spirit  because  it 
is  such  a  mystery.  The  words 
spirit  and  ghost  are  not  ones 
with  which  we  are  comfort¬ 
able.  In  the  book  of  John  we  are 
told  that  the  ministries  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  include  helping  us, 
teaching  us,  reproving  us,  and 
guiding  us. 

One  job  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
to  teach  believers  and  remind 
them  of  truths  already  estab- 


deliverance.  This  psalm 
is  the  seventh  song  in 
the  series  of  degrees.  Joy 
reaches  this  seventh 
degree  as  the  author 
revisits  the  reality  of 
being  pardoned  from 
sin.  The  psalmist 
describes  four  divine 
T  activities  of  deliverance. 

The  Lord  delivers  peo¬ 
ple  (126:1-2).  Once  again,  God's 
people  remembered  tne  past  res¬ 
cues  of  the  Lord.  They  reveled  in 

florious  dreams  of  being 
rough)  intogood  standing  with 
their  God.  Their  joy  expressed 
itself  with  laughter  and  singing. 
The  joy  of  their  salvation  was 
even  evident  to  the  heathen. 

C.  H.  Spurgeon  wrote,  "The 
Lord  who  alone  turns  our  cap¬ 
tivity  does  nothing  by  halves: 
those  whom  he  saves  from  hell 
he  brings  to  heaven.  He  turns 
exile  into  ecstasy,  and  banish¬ 
ment  into  bliss.  This  deliver¬ 
ance  evokes  praise. 

The  Lora  deserves  praise 
(126:3).  In  this  verse,  the 


lished  by  Jesus.  When 
Jesus  was  tempted  in  the 
desert  by  Satan  he 
responded  the  same 
way  to  each  temptation. 
He  answered  by  auoting 
the  Word  of  Goa  (reaa 
Matthew  4  for  the  com¬ 
plete  story).  When  we 
are  tempted,  it  is  the 
Flolv  Spirit  who  brings 
just  the  right  verse  to  our 
minds  at  just  the  right  moment. 
It  is  even  the  Holy  Spirit  that 
leads  us  to  study  and  memorize 
the  verses  that  we  will  need 
most  in  our  lives.  So  many 
times  we  blame  things  that 
happen  to  us  on  "coincidence." 
When  the  preacher  has  a  ser¬ 
mon  that  seems  as  if  he  is 
speaking  right  to  us;  when  the 
Sunday  Schixil  lesson  is  exactly 
the  lesson  we  need;  when  we 
open  the  Bible  and  find  God's 
VVord  that  must  have  been  writ- 


psalmist  ends  the  story  of  the 
conversion  with  a  praise  of 
God's  greatness.  The  Lord's 
deliverance  was  a  personal  act 
on  his  behalf,  not  delegated  to 
another.  This  redemption  was 
an  act  of  God's  great  power  and 
mercy.  This  liberation  affected 
the  heart  of  those  freed  to  the 
point  of  gladness.  This  past 
emancipation  paved  the  way  to 
present  intercession. 

The  Lord  desires  prayer 
(126:4).  The  psalmist  intercedes 
for  his  nation  to  once  again  be 
turned  to  the  Lord.  His  prayer 
summonspictures  of  the  south¬ 
ern  part  of  the  country  which  is 
held  captive  by  drought  during 
the  dry  season.  Yet,  when  the 
rains  come,  they  are  quickly 
saturated  with  the  northern 
runoff.  The  prayer's  meaning  is 
for  God  to  free  his  people  as 
auickly  and  as  thoroughly  as 
tne  rains  drench  the  southland. 

The  Lord  distributes  provi¬ 
sion  (126:5-6).  Here  the 
psalmist  makes  a  grand  state¬ 
ment  of  faith.  He  knows  his 


ten  exactly  for  this  moment,  we 
think,  "What  a  coincidence!" 
When  we  believe  in  God's 
omnipotent  presence  in  every 
moment  of  our  lives,  wre  must 
believe  that  it  is  not  coinci¬ 
dence,  it  is  the  Spirit  of  God! 

"I  will  not  leave  you  com¬ 
fortless;  I  will  come  to  you." 
When  Jesus  left  the  earth  he 
sent  his  "comforter"  to  be  writh 
his  followers.  The  Greek  word 
varakletos  is  difficult  to  trans¬ 
late.  Though  it  is  often  translat¬ 
ed  as  comforter  or  helper,  it 
really  means  "someone  who  is 
called  in  to  help  in  times  of 
trouble  or  need."  Today  we 
would  think  of  a  comforter 
being  needed  in  times  of  sor¬ 
row,  but  the  Latin  wrord  for 
comforter  fort  is  means  brave. 
Wycliffe  w'as  the  first  to  use 
"comforter,"  and  in  his  day  a 
comforter  was  someone  who 
enabled  some  dispirited  crea¬ 


tearful  prayer  for  the  nation 
will  reap  the  harvest  of  ioy. 

Spurgeon  wrote,  "When  our 
own  hearts  are  broken  with 
grief  at  man's  transgression  we 
shall  break  other  men's  hearts: 
tears  of  earnestness  beget  tears 
of  repentance.  Winners  of  souls 
are  first  weepers  for  souls." 

The  psalmist  knows  all  too 
well  the  painful  burden  of  such 
intercession.  The  burden,  how¬ 
ever,  must  be  carried.  The  seed 
of  Gospel  of  truth  must  be  scat¬ 
tered  among  the  fertile  grounds 
of  the  unbelieving.  Only  the 
farmer,  who  braves  the  ele¬ 
ments  and  sows,  is  able  to 
enjoy  the  harvest.

Many  are  the  works  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  our  lives.  He 
helps  us  in  times  of  trouble.  He 
encourages  us  in  times  of  need. 
He  enables  us  to  cope  with  life 
and  be  brave.  He  is  even  our 
conscience  guiding  us  away 
from  wning.  He  does  it  all!  He 
is  God!
